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Doubt if noise problem solved

Regulating railroad noise is “ an essen­ 
tial local power” winch must be left to 
cities rather than being preempted by 
the federal government. Des Plaines 
Corporation Counsel Robert DiLeonardi 
Wednesday urged officials of the U. S. 
Environmental Protection agency 
Federal regulations being proposed by 
the EPA to set noise levels from locomo­ 
tives and railroad cars would “ dissipate 
and emasculate local power” not only for 
home rule communities but for all cities 
and villages, he said. 


He urged the government to strengthen 
federal noise limit proposals to match 
the 55 decibel reading in Des Plaines’ 
ordinance if preemption of stricter local 
ordinances must be a part of the federal 
rules. He expressed concern that the suc­ 
cess Des Plaines has had in getting muf­ 
flers and operational changes from the 
Chicago and North Western Ry. could be 
lost if the new federal rules go into effect 
as proposed. 
DiLeonardi s statements brought pro­ 
tests from one EPA official who said he 
interpreted the proposed rule as allowing 
local noise control ordinances, but ban­ 
ning the city from requiring the railroad 
to install mufflers on locomotives. The 
official’s interpretation left participants 
at the informal hearing shaking their 
heads in bewilderment over the varied 
interpretations of the proposed regu­ 
lations. 


ALVIN M EYER, deputy assistant ad­ 
ministrator for noise control programs of 
the EPA, said he believed cities and vil­ 
lages could still regulate train noise by 
zoning or by such methods as requiring 
installation 
of 
noise 
barriers 
along 
rights-of-way or regulating the practice 


While recent noise readings of locomo­ 
tives stored in a Chicago and North 
Western Ry. tram yard in Des Plaines 
are within the limits of the city noise 
ordinance, spokesmen for both the city 
and the railroad say they are not sure 
the noise problem is solved. 
Marie Schliep, 387 Woodbridge, testi­ 
fied at the federal hearing on noise from 
trains that the starting of the locomo­ 
tives in the early morning hours still 
plagues her family and others in the 
Cumberland Terrace area of the city. 
She said the noise still awakens her 
neighborhood despite statements by City 
Environmental Officer Philip Lindahl 
that the noise from the coach yard at the 
Wolf Road-Thacker Street intersection 
has been cut in half. 
Lindahl praised the railroad for chang-

of locomotives sitting all night with their 
engines idling. 
Meyer admitted however that a court 
test of whether the city was illegally im­ 
peding interstate commerce would be 
one defense the railroad would have 
against such regulations. 
The interchange was part of an all-day 
session Wednesday in the Des Plaines 
City Hall, the only public hearing in the 
nation on the proposed railroad noise 
regulations. 
, 
At the outset of the session, Henry 
Thomas, EPA ac t&g director of stan­ 
dards and regulations for noise control 
programs, explained that the proposed 
rules would essentially set noise slatt­ 


ing its operating procedures and in­ 
stalling $70 mufflers on the auxiliary en­ 
gines which provide heat, light and air­ 
conditioning power for the trains. 


But City Corporation Counsel Robert 
DiLeonardi said the official city stance is 
that there is “ indeed a continuing serious 
problem of dealing with railroad noise in 
Des Plaines, especially from stationary 
locomotives.” 


He said the railroad’s operating con­ 
cessions and the mufflers only were pro­ 
vided at the end of the second successful 
prosecution of the railroad for noise ordi­ 
nance violations. 
Tom Greenland, attorney for CAN VV’ 
told the federal EPA officials, “ I don’t 
know' whether we have solved our prob­ 
lem in Des Plaines.” 


dards at status quo levels for properly 
maintained equipment when the rules go 
into effect in 10‘4 months. 
A SECOND SET OF regulations would 
require reductions of locomotive noise at 
the end of four years to levels of 90 deci­ 
bels when moving, 87 decibels when sta­ 
tionary and 67 decibels when idling. 
Thomas admitted that even those lev­ 
els of noise are ‘very loud indeed.” Phil­ 
ip Lindahl, Des Plaines environmental 
officer, said rule of thumb is that noise 
in the New York subway averages 90 
decibels while an average office has a 
noise level of 50 to 60 decibels. 
The majority of the testimony at Ute 
hearing criticized the proposed rules as 
taking into consideration too heavily the 
costs to railroads while ignoring the pub­ 
lic health. 
DILEONARDI CALLED a section of 
the regulations allowing a local area spe­ 
cial regulations in unusual situations “ bp 
service” and said that Des 
Plaines 
residents could be driven crazy by train 
noise before federal officials got around 
to enforcing noise limits. Swift action by 
local government is the only way to 
regulate nuisances, he said. 
He said the federal rules took no con­ 
sideration of the effects of noise on 
people and said “ we don't care if it costs 
the railroads $70 or $7,000 to protect per­ 
sons from unreasonable use of railroad 
equipment near their homes.”

Regulating railroad noise is essentially a local power which 
should not be denied suburbs and towns, argued the attorney 
for Des Plaines, but a ^x)kesman for the railroads said the 
Chicago k North Western Ry. is plagued by “ government 
schizophrenia” in coping with a variety of regulations in­ 
volving noise. The scene was Des Plaines Wednesday wh^e 
hearings conducted by the federal Environmental Protection 
Agency tried to unravel the conflicting opinions of local attor­ 
neys and railroads regarding the noise created by passing 
trains. The Des Plaines (rdinance calls for train noise levels 
of 55 decibles at 100 feet, but federal requirements would 
allow train noise to be 90 decibles when the train is mwing, 
67 when idling. The New York subway tunnel often registers 
90 decibles.

Cyprus nearly cut in two 


by Turk invasion forces

Turkish invasion forces launched an 
all-out offensive before sunrise Wednes­ 
day on Cyprus and by nightfall they were 
close to slicing the island r^Hiblic in two. 
Fighting still raged through the coun­ 
tryside even though a cease-fire confined 
to Nicosia was taking hold. 
The United Nations Security Council 
met before davsn Wednesday to urge an 
immediate cease-fire. But the fighting 
went on throughout the day and the 
Council then set another meeting last 
night at the request of the Cyprus dele­ 
gation. 
I n Limdon, Archbishop Makarios, 
wlwse overthrow as présidait a month 
ago set the Cyprus crisis in motion, told 
a news conference he was “particularly 
disai^inted at the attitude of the United 
States,” for not preventing the offensive 
by putting dipJomatic pressure on Tur­ 
key. 
In Washington, President Ford met ur­ 
gently with Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer Wednesday on the new’ outbreak 
of fighting and telephoned British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson to seek his help 
in ending the crisis. 


The offensive brought Greece and Tur- 
k^ to the brink of war. The adminis­ 
tration of President Ford warned that di­ 
rect fighting between these two Atlantic 
allies would mean immediate cutoff of 
arms shipments to both. 
Three Austrian members of the United 
Nations peacekeeping force were killed 
near Larnaca in a strafing run by Ameri­ 
can-built F4 Phantom jets of the Turkish 
air force, a U.N. spokesman said. They 
were riding in a white-painted vehicle 
marked “U.N.” and flying a blue U.N. 
flag. 
Elsewhere on the island Turkish tank 
forces based on the northern beachhead 
around Kyrenia knifed across the eastern 
edge of the island to within five miles of 
Famagusta, Cyprus’ chief port, and with­ 
in eight miles of the port of Lamaca. 
American-built Timldsh Air Force F4 
Phantom jets “ bombed the hell out of 
Famagusta” and that port city was all 
but deserted, a newsman said in a broad­ 
cast from the British bases (mi Cyprus. 
The jets also bombed the industrial east 
end of Nicosia into smoking ruins. 
The Turkish Cypriot radio broadcast 
continual warnings to Greek Cypriots to

Ford signs bill allowing gold ownership 
President Gerald Ford yesterday signed into law a bill al­ 
lowing U.S. citizens to owti and deal in gold by the end of this 
year. Americans have been prohibited from ow-ning gold, oth­ 
er than in the form of coins, jewelry or industrial and artistic 
uses since 1934, when the nation went off the gold standard. 
Americans, however, are still barred from investing directly 
in gold bullion until the end of 1974, or until Ford gives the 
word. 


Impeachment report critical of Nixon 
The House Judiciary Committee's impeachment report to 
be submitted to the House next week sharply accuses former 
President Richard M. Nixon of violating laws, subverting the 
Constitution and of “repeated and continuing misuse of the 
powers of the presidency,” it w’as learned Wednesday night. 
The report was delayed in part by Nixon’s disclosure that he 
withheld three (June 23, 1972) tapes containing incriminating 
evidence of his involvement in the Watergate cover-up.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Ford Wednesday received a pledge from 
a delegation of 14 Democratic and Re­ 
publican mayors to sacrifice some city 
programs in the fight against inflation in 
return for a voice in drafting the federal 
budget.

The mayors also told Ford they sup­ 
ported a strong defense budget but they 
criticized the use of Pentagon funds to 
stimulate economic activity.

“ By the time most people get around 
to calling the center, they’re usually 
pretty desperate,” Mrs. Stadler said. “ If 
you act moralistic, you can turn them off 
and lose them very easily.” 
Program specialists are trained to 


counsel alcoholics as well as give out in­ 
formation on the various types of pro­ 
grams and facilities available for treat­ 
ment. As part of their orientation, the 
women go through the same type <rf in­ 
terview and evaluation program as the 
patients. 
“ A LOT OF PEO PLE look on alcohol­ 
ism as a moral problem — we consider it 
a health problem,” Mrs. Stadl«r said.

Call to hospital may start

Program specialists at the Lutheran 
General Hospital Rehabilitations Center 
for Alcoholism, the two women are the 
first contact many alcoholics have with 
the center. Their phone interview with 
the patient often determines whether the 
alcoholic continues to seek help. 
“ By the time most people get around 
to calling the center, they’re usually 
pretty desperate,” Mrs. Stadler said. “ If 
you act m oralistic, you can turn them off 
and lose them very easily.” 
Program specialists are trained to 


counsel alcoholics as well as give out in­ 
formation on the various types of pro­ 
grams and facilities available for treat­ 
ment. As part of their orientation, the 
women go through the same type of in­ 
terview and evaluation program as the 
patients. 
“ A LOT OF PEO PLE look on alcohol­ 
ism as a moral problem — we consider it 
a health problem,” Mrs. Stadler said. 
Mrs. Scovill notes that many of the cal­ 
lers expect a hostile reaction to their 
drinking problem. 
“ We never act ©horrified or overreact 
to the callers — we try to come across 
very casually,” she said. “ They figure if

Harmon y ’s architects, Pau l Kron an d 
Morton Balaban , met with city officials 
prior to the hearin g to work ou t an ar­ 
ran gemen t w’hereby the dev eloper cou ld 
pu t u p a six -story con domin iu m in the 
far comer of the property at 1702 Mill St. 
an d gran t the city a 24-foot easemen t for 
the con n ector street. 
Origin al plan s for the con domin iu m 
wou ld n ot hav e n ecessitated an appeal 
hearin g sin ce they fell within the regu lar 
mu lti-family zon in g codes for the proper­ 
ty . Mov in g the bu ildin g to the comer of 
the property in order to giv e the city the 
strip of lan d for the con n ector street, 
howev er, forced Harmon y in to seekin g a 
v ariation — an d facin g the protests of 
residen ts in the area. 
Commission ers deferred action on the 
requ est, askin g for more in formation on 
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the n eed fw a con n ector street at the 
location su ggested in the v ariation peti­ 
tion . 


Balaban testified that du rin g meetin gs 
with May or Herbert Behrel, City En gi­ 
n eer Robert Bowen an d Zon in g Officer 
Michael Richardson he was in formed 
abou t the n eed for lin kin g Mill an d Riv er 
streets if the city was to bu ild an ov er­ 


pass. An ov erpass wou ld block traffic 
from ex itin g on to Riv er Road from Riv er 
Street. 
. Accordin g to the v arian ce petition the 
bu ildin g wou ld be mov ed to the east cor­ 
n er of the property adjacen t to Forest 
Preserv e property alon g the Des Plain es 
Riv er. The bu ildin g wou ld be 18 in ches 
from the Forest Preserv e bou n dary at its 
n ortheast corn er an d 22 feet from the 
forest preserv e on the sou theast corn er. 


“We wou ld then giv e the city its ease­ 
men t for the Mill-Riv er lin k on the west 
side of ou r property ,” Balaban ex ­ 
plain ed. 
William Sebastian , a local real estate 
broker who own s fou r lots on Riv er 
Street behin d the proposed con domin iu m 
testified that the middle of the easemen t 
wou ld ru n in to the cen ter lin e of his prop­ 
erty . 
An other Des Plain es realtor, Harold

Irv McKay may be able to put his lad­ 
ders back up in front of his paint store. 
All he needs is the city council’s agree­ 
ment with a Des Plaines Zoning Board of 
Appeals decision that his ladders are a 
special case and should be allowed to 
stand in front of Diamond Paint Co., 1795 
Oakton St. 
South Side residents and Oakton Street 
commuters have come to know McKay’s 
ladders as his tradem ark. His little cor­ 
ner paint store, across the street from 
the south side post office, has always had 
a big bucket of brushes and a long row of 
ladders in front of it. 
Always, that is, until last fall when 
Zoning Officer Michael Richardson in­ 
formed McKay and his two partners that 
they were violating the zoning code and 
had to take the ladders down. 
RICHARDSON, who knows his zoning 
code and has created many waves in his 
town for enforcing it, ran smack up 
against a tradition. Nobody — not even a 
young upstart who sits on the side of law 
and order — was going to get rid of those 
ladders. 
The city took McKay and his partners 
to court. The judge dismissed the case 
because of a technical error in filing and 
McKay decided to fight city law on a 
new front — through the ZBA. 
Tuesday night McKay, his partners, 
his paint supplier and his attorney plead­ 
ed their case before the zoning board. 
“ I’ve been in business 21 years in the 
same place,” said McKay describing 
how he and his wife started the store, 
“ and I’ve always had my ladders out­ 
side.” 
He said he had never had a complaint 
about the ladders, never had an accident 
and now, that they have been removed, 
his business sales have dropped and 
peple don’t know he is open any more. “ I 
hear that all the time. It sounds like a 
broken record.” 


HE CAME equipped with pictures, 
m aps, plats, copies of old ordinances 
records and a lawyer who presented a 
very official case.

A last-ditch effort by city officials to 
resurrect the River Road overpass and 
provide a connector street between Mill 
and River streets may be in jeopardy 
Representatives of Harmony Builders 
appeared before the Zoning Board of Ap­ 
peals Tuesday night .seeking a zoning 
variation which would provide a “solu­ 
tion to everybody's problems” and 
a 
piece of land for the Mill-River con­ 
nector. 
Harmony’s architects. Paul Kron and 
Morton Balaban, met with city officials 
prior to the hearing to work out an ar­ 
rangement whereby the developer could 
put up a six-story condominium in the 
far corner of the property at 1702 Mill St. 
and grant the city a 24-foot easement for 
the connector street. 
Original plans for the condominium 
would not have necessitated an appeal 
hearing since they fell within the regular 
multi family zoning codes for the proper­ 
ty. Moving the building to the corner of 
the property in order to give the city the 
strip of land for the connector street, 
however, forced Harmony into seeking a 
variation — and facing the protests of 
residents in the area. 
Commissioners deferred action on the 
request, asking for more information on 


the need for a connector street at the 
location suggested in the variation peti­ 
tion. 


Balaban testified that dining meetings 
with Mayor Herbert Befire!, City Engi­ 
neer Robert Bowen and Zoning Officer 
Michael Richardson he was informed 
about the need for linking Mill and River 
streets if the city was to build an over­ 


pass. An overpass would block traffic 
from exiting onto River Road from River 
Street. 
• According to the variance petition the 
building would be moved to the east cor­ 
ner of the property adjacent to Forest 
Preserve property along the Des Plaines 
River. The building would be 18 inches 
from the Forest Preserve boundary at its 
northeast corner and 22 feet from the 
forest preserve on the southeast corner. 


“ We would then give the city its ease­ 
ment for the Mill-River link on the west 
side of our property,” 
Balaban ex­ 
plained. 
William Sebastian, a local real estate 
broker who owns four lots on River 
Street behind the proposed condominium 
testified that the middle of the easement 
would run into the center line of his prop­ 
erty. 
Another Des Plaines realtor. Harold 
Kehrer, testified as an expert witness for 
Sebastian and stated the River Street 
property now' has a value of $80,000 to 
$85,000. If the city were to condemn Se­ 
bastian’s property to continue the con­ 
nector street it would probably cost 
about $55,000. 
Sebastian argued that the connector 
street should go on the east side of the 
condominium, adjacent to the Forest 


Preserve, instead of into his property. 
M argaret Moehling, also a local real­ 
tor, testified on behalf of her son, Jam es, 
who owms the property on River Street ad­ 
jacent to the forest preserve and backing 
up to the condominium. 


The Moehling property “has a valu­ 
ation of $85,000 which the city will have 
to pick up” if the connector goes through 
on the east side, she said. “ I agree to the 
variation and think the builders are 
doing just fine ” 


Burton Kosmen, a former mayoral 
candidate who lives at 709 Des Plaines 
Ave. ( River Road), warned the commis­ 
sioners that Mill Street Is only 19 feet 
wide and a connector would create a 
“ tremendous traffic problem.” 


Another resident, Robert Cummings, 
1662 Mill St., said he didn’t see the point 
of “ cutting Mill and River in half” and 
putting the connector on the west side 
of the property. 
After the hearing commissioners com­ 
plained that the City of Des Plaines did 
not send a representative to the hearing 
to give its side of the story. They decided 
to defer action until Aug. 27 when they 
will question the city corporation coun­ 
sel, engineer and building commissioner 
on the connector.

On ly o n e o f 
10 lo cal co mmu n ities p asses 
MSD p ro b e 
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Only one of the 10 local communities 
has escaped a run-in with the Metropoli­ 
tan Sanitary District on a sewer in­ 
spection and renov ation ordinance. 
MSD officials said recently that Buf­ 
falo Grove is the only local village that 
has not yet been cited for some violation 
of the sewer renovation requirements of 
the district. 
H k Grove Village, on the other hand, 
has been on the verge of a law-suit over 
its alleged nonenforcement of the re­ 
quirements for a year, the MSD reports. 
The cause of all the conflict is the sani­ 
tary district's requirement that all com­ 
munities complete sewer in'jpections and 
repairs by Dec. 31 of this year. 
THE REQ l’IREM ENTN. enacted by 
the MSD board in 1972, are aimed at 
eliminating storm sewage from entering 
separate sanitary’ sewers. They call for 
repairs of twuken or cracked sewers that 
allow leakage, as well as elimination of 
illegally connected roof drains or sump 
pumps. 
When the MSD originally passed the 
inspection and repair requirements fw 
separate sewer systems the goal was to 
save $71 million in treatment costs, as 
well as to eliminate the problem of hav­ 
ing sanitary’ sew'age back up into homes 
after heavy rainstorms. 
But in 1972 the federal government 
came into the picture and blocked all 


federal grants for sewage treatment 
works unless the sewer system leading 
into the plant cm i be shown to be free <rf 
excess storm inflow. The federal rules 
have ended sewage treatment grants to 
the MSD, and the district will only be 
able to receive future grants for sewage 
treatment plants when the entire repair 
program has been completed and eval­ 
uated as successful. 
BECAUSE THE sewer systems (except 
for the interceptors or collection sewers) 
are owned by the individual municipal­ 
ities, the job of the inspection and repair 
work falls on their shoulders. 
Municipal officials have balked at the 
MSD requirements because the cost of 
the work must be borne locally as no 
federal grant funds are currently avail­ 
able for sewer inspection and repair. 
Municipal officials also have ques­ 
tioned whether they had the legal author­ 
ity to force private homeowmers to dis­ 
connect storm drains and storm sump 
pumps from the sanitary’ sewer system. 
So far the MSD has not taken any mu­ 
nicipality to court for failure to make 
progress on the inspections. Twenty-tw’o 
town.s and local sanitary districts have 
had “ :^ow-cause” action started against 
them by the MSD, however, which is the 
final step in negotiations before the sani­ 
tary district board consid«’S suing the 
municipality. 


Locally Elk Grove belongs to that 
group as do the Prospect Heights Old 
Town Sanitary District and the Prospect 
Meadows Sanitary District, which serves 
one subdivi*^ion in Mount Prospect. 
MSD O FFIO A LS say that although 
Elk Grove Village has begun testing and 
repairs in one section of the village, the 
amount of work done by the village was 
unsatisfactory. At one point three months 
ago the village had told the MSD that 
further work was unfeasible, but negotia­ 
tions have resumed, and the village is 
now seeking funding to continue the 
w'ork, the MSD said. 
Richard Schuld, superintendent of the 
Pi'ospect Heights Old Town Sanitary Dis­ 
trict, said his district has been com­ 
plying with inspection requirements but 
has not submitted reports to the MSD 
because of a pending lawsuit which ques­ 
tions the powers <rf the MSD over the 
OTSD. 
In the case of Prospect Meadows San- 
tary District the district had to “ show- 
cause” with the MSD as a result of con­ 
fusion about whether the requirements 
applied to the sm all district, but an 


agreement has now been worked out, ac­ 
cording to James Brand of Prospect 
Meadows. 
THE STATUS of other local towns as 
far as meeting the MSD requirements in­ 
cludes 10 agencies which have signed 
consent statements after reaching an 
agreement with the MSD about how the 
inspections and repairs w ill progress. 
They

Meadows, 
Hoffman 
Estates, 
Schaum­ 
burg, 
Wheeling, 
Palatine 
Township, 
Count’*'' Gardens Sanitary District, Pros­

Mandel Sanitary District and the Fern- 
dale Heights U tility Co. 
Locally there are four agencies which 
are still negotiating with the MSD about 
the work. TTiey include Des Plaines, Pal­ 
atine, Maine Township and Mount Pros­ 
pect. 
The MSD said further action or follow- 
up is necessary in the case of the Mount 
Prospect U tility Co. and the Forest River 
Sanitary District. 
Satisfactory ratings go to only Buffalo 
Grove and to Elk Grove Township local­ 


ly.

Six clubs would make against a spade 
lead. South would simply draw’ trumps; 
knock out the ace of diamonds and dis­ 
card his jack and trey of hearts on long 
diamonds. 
When West opened the king of hearts 
against five clubs it was up to South to 
let the king hold. If he took it right away 
East would get in with the ace of dia­ 


monds and give his partner two heart 
tricks. 
When South ducked the defense was 
helpless. It didn’t matter what they led. 
If they led a heart. South would make 
both hearts good. If they didn’t, South 
had plenty of time to go about the busi­ 
ness of drawing trumps and setting up 
dummy’s diamonds.

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Only one of IO local communities passes MSI) probe 


Only oto of the IO local communities 
has escaped a run-in with the Metropoli­ 
tan Sanitary' District on a sewer in­ 
spection and renovation ordinance 
MSD officials said recently that Buf­ 
falo Grove is the only local village that 
has not yet been cited for some violation 
of the sewer renovation requirements of 
the district. 
Elk Grove Village, on the other hand, 
has been cm the verge of a lawsuit over 
its alleged nonenforcement of the re­ 
quirements for a year, the M SI) reports. 
The cause of all the conflict is the sani­ 
tary district’s requirement that all com­ 
munities complete sewer inspections and 
repairs by Dec 31 of this year. 
THE REQ UIREM EN T^, enacted by 
the MSD board in 1972. are aimed at 
eliminating storm sewage from entering 
separate sanitary sewers. They call for 
repairs of broken or cracked sewers that 
allow leakage, as well as elimination of 
illegally connected roof drains or sump 
pumps. 
When the MSD originally passed the 
inspection and repair requirements for 
separate sewer systems the goal was to 
save $71 million in treatment costs, as 
well as to eliminate the problem of hav­ 
ing sanitary’ sewage back up into homes 
after heavy rainstorms. 
But in 1972 the federal government 
came into the picture and blocked all 


federal grants 
for sewage treatment 
works unless the sewer system leading 
into the plant can be shown to be free of 
excess storm inflow The federal rules 
have ended sewage treatment grants to 
the MSD, and the district will only be 
able to receive future grants for sewage 
treatment plants when the entire repair 
program has been completed and eval­ 
uated as successful. 
BECAUSE THE sewer systems (except 
for the interceptors or collection sewers) 
are owned by the individual municipal­ 
ities, the job of the inspection and repair 
work falls on their shoulders. 
Municipal officials have balked at the 
MSD requirements because the cost of 
the work must be borne locally as no 
federal grant funds are currently avail­ 
able for sewer inspection and repair 
Municipal officials also have ques­ 
tioned whether they had the legal author­ 
ity to force private homeowners to dis­ 
connect storm drains and storm sump 
pumps from the sanitary’ sewer system 
So far the MSD has not taken any mu­ 
nicipality to court for failure to make 
progress on the inspections Twenty-two 
towns and local sanitary districts have 
had “ show-cause” action started against 
them by the MSD. however, which is the 
final step in negotiations before the sani­ 
tary district board considers suing the 
municipality. 


Locally Elk Grove belongs to that 
group as do the Prospect Heights Old 
Town Sanitary District and the Prospect 
Meadows Sanitary District, which serves 
one subdivision in Mount Prospect 
MSD O FFIC IA LS say that although 
Elk Grove Village has begun testing and 
repairs in one section of the village, the 
amount of work done bv the village was 
unsatisfactory. At one point three months 
ago the village had told the MSD that 
further work was unfeasible, but negotia­ 
tions have resumed, and the village is 
now seeking funding to continue the 
work, the MSD said. 
Richard Schuld, superintendent of the 
Prospect Heights Old Town Sanitary Dis 
trict. said hts district has been com­ 
plying with inspection requirements but 
has not submitted reports to the MSD 
because of a pending lawsuit which ques­ 
tions the powers of the MSD over the 
OTSD. 
In the case of Prospect Meadows Salu­ 
tary District the district had to “ show- 
cause” with the MSD as a result of con­ 
fusion about whether the requirements 
applied to the small district, but an 


agreement has now been worked out, ac­ 
cording to James Brand of Prospect 
Meadows 
THE STATUS of other local towns as 


fa r as meeting the MSD requirements in­ 
cludes IO agencies which have signed 
consent statements after reaching an 
agreement with the MSD about how the 
inspections and repairs will progress.

Lots 
of players would try a very unsuccessful 
three notrump. Others an almost equally 
unsuccessful six clubs. 
Six clubs would make against a spade 
lead. South would simply draw trumps; 
knock out the ace of diamonds and dis­ 
card his jack and trey of hearts on long 
diamonds. 
When West opened the king of hearts 
against five clubs it was up to South to 
let the king hold. If he took it right aw'ay 
East would get in with the ace of dia­ 


monds and give his partner two heart 
tricks. 
When South ducked the defense was 
helpless. It didn’t matter w’hat they led. 
If they led a heart, South would make 
berth hearts good. If they didn t, South 
had plenty of time to go about the busi­ 
ness of drawing trumps and setting up 
dummy’s diamonds.

Bear-proof garbage dum ps? 


Back to the wilds: the Yellowstone Na­ 
tional Park grizzly bears don’t need gar­ 
bage dumps to survive. Assistant Yellow­ 
stone Supt. Vernon Hennessey said fears 
that a shutdown of the parks’ garbage 
dumps would cause the death of grizzlies 
that had depended on them for years 
have proven unfounded. 
A National Academy of Sciences study 
of the park’s grizzly population had rec­ 
ommended 
that the park’s garbage 
dumps be eliminated or ‘‘bear proofed.” 
Yellowstone's ecosystem extends over 4 
million acres in Wyoming, eastern Idaho 
and southern Montana. The study in­ 
dicates that supplemental feeding of 
some 250 to 300 grizzlies is “unneces­ 
sary.” In 1970, all the dumps in Yellow­ 
stone were closed. Although bear deaths 
increased, the academy concludes that 
the species is in no danger of extinction 
within the park. The bears no longer 
frequent visitor areas in the park, Hen­ 
nessey said.

There is o f co u rse talk o f a p residen tial 
p ardo n . Bu t ho w do es the Presiden t p ar­ 
do n an y o n e fo r a crime o f which he has 
n ev er been co n v icted? 
Whatev er p receden t it may set fo r the 
fu tu re, there is a su sp icio n that these 
q u estio n s will be reso lv ed — o r mo re 
likely allo wed to g o u n reso lv ed — o n ly 
acco rdin g to the reactio n o f p u blic o p in ­ 
io n . An d so far there is n o discern ible 
g ro u n dswell o f p u blic deman d fo r the 
p ro secu tio n o f Richard Nix o n .

Car safety ‘fiasco ’ 


Respo nding to a flo o d o f co n­ 
stituent co mplaints, the Ho use o f 
Representativ es has v o ted o v er­ 
whelming ly to v o id g o v ernment 
reg ulatio ns requiring new auto mo ­ 
biles to hav e seat belt interlo ck 
sy stems, buzzers o r air bag re­ 
straints. 


Seat belts still wo uld be man­ 
dato ry new car equipment, but a 
dashbo ard lig ht wo uld be the o nly 
warning dev ice that the g o v ern­ 
ment co uld require to info rm a mo ­ 
to rist that his belts were no t fa.s- 
tened. 


The Ho use actio n came in the 
fo rm o f an amendment to a larg er 
mo to r v ehicle and scho o l bus safe­ 
ty bill that no w is in co nference 
co mmittee to reco ncile differences 
with a Senate bill. The Senate v er­ 
sio n left unto uched present g o v ern­ 
ment reg ulatio ns dealing with the 
interlo ck sy stem, which prev ents a 
car fro m starting until all fro nt- 
seat 
passeng ers 
hav e 
fastened 
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their belts. It lieco mes mandato ry 
o n all 19 75 mo del cars. 
Despite do cumentatio n that seat 
belts sav e liv es and prev ent in­ 
juries, there has been widespread 
public resistance to sy stems fo r 
co mpulso ry use. 
Mo to rists hav e 
co mplained that the dev ices are an 
unnecessary ex pense, a nuisance 
and inefficient — po inting o ut that 
a bag o f g ro ceries o r a do g o n the 
fro nt seat can prev ent the car fro m 
starting . 
Po o r desig n has made so me o f 
the new “ harness” belts awkward 
to use and unco mfo rtable to wear, 
pro mpting o ne co ng ressman to call 
them “ so mething left o v er fro m 
Chinese water to rture.” 
Despite stiff federal penalties fo r 
tampering with the interlo ck, an 
estimated 4 0 per cent o r mo re o f 
new car buy ers hav e disco nnected 
the sy stem. 
Go v ernment can demand cars be 
equipped with seat belts and re­ 
quire mo to rists to pay fo r them — 
but there is no certain way g o v ern­ 
ment can make it mandato ry to 
fo rce an indiv idual to use them 
when o nly his perso nal safety is at 
stake.

In his efforts to launch his ad­ 
ministration in an atmosphere of 
national unity, President Gerald R.

Immunity: a hard question

There are. you will not be startled to 
learn, some questions for which the pun­ 
dits have no answers. 
One such question is: What now for 
Richard M. Nixon? 
Is he to tie left in peace while others 
languish in jail for offenses committed in 
his service? Is the 37th President of the 
United States to be summoned to court, 
tried and perhaps convicted? If so, are 
we to incarcerate the only living former 
American president? What fine would be 
proper for a president found guilty of ob­ 
structing justice? 
There is, I believe, a strong body of 
sentiment in this country that the matter 
should be pig to rest, that we should 
have done with it. 
It is a sentiment which I, frankly, 
share. But it is a sentiment with one 
very large difficulty: 
It is totally and absolutely indefensible 
against the argument that failure to pur­ 
sue the question of presidential guilt or 
innocence places one man in this nation 
above the law. 
Is Otto Kerner to sit in a federal prison 
while E. Howard Hunt goes free? 
If there is a place where the alterna­ 
tives for the nation regarding Richard 
Nixon may be reconciled, it may be in 
the philosophy of impeachment which 
was pursued but never consummated. 
An argument may be made that the 
only penalty attached to impeachment is 
the removal from office, and that penalty 
has already been paid. 
It is an argument which will not sit 
comfortably with strict students of the 
law, who believe that any matter of jus­ 
tice must be pursued to its logical con­ 
clusion. According to this layman's un­ 
derstanding, the question of whether a 
president, 
once 
impeached 
(as, 
of 
course, Richard Nixon was not) may 
then be prosecuted. It is complicated 
again, it would seem, but the case of 


Otto Kerner, who was never impeached, 
but was prosecuted. 
Finally, it would seem that there is a 
large question mark surrounding who 
must make the determination of all these 
matters. It would seem clear that the 
Congress has no power to resolve these 
judicial matters. 
One would think it is a matter needing 
the wisdom of the Supreme Court? But 
how can it rule on a proceeding which 
has never been instituted? 
When the extreme alternatives appear 
equally unacceptable, one must search 
for a middle ground. 
If there is a middle ground in this 
question, I for one have not found it. 


The suggestion has been made that ex­ 
cusing the wrong deeds of the President 
could be justified if the nation at the 
same time extended amnesty to all those 
who resisted the draft during the Viet­ 
nam war. Or if, too, all those others who 
have been convicted of Watergate of­ 
fenses be pardoned 
Tempting as it may be to clutch at 
these justifications, both offend logic. 
The case for amnesty for war resisters 
is a compelling one on its own merits. It 
is abhorrent to maintain that a soldier 
who refuses to commit an act which his 
conscience tells him to be immoral may 
be forgiven only if the commander-in- 
chief is permitted acts which are clearly 
illegal. 
Are men near the center of power to be 
allowed to obstruct the nation’s justice, 
and perjure themselves to the Congress, 
the courts and the people, and then go 
free to spare the nation embarrassment? 
If so. what of lesser public officials? 
There is of course talk of a presidential 
pardon. But how does the President par­ 
don anyone for a crime of which he has 
never been convicted? 
Whatever precedent it may set for the 
future, there is a suspicion that these 
questions will be resolved — or more 
likely allowed to go unresolved — only 
according to the reaction of public opin­ 
ion. And so far there is no discernible 
groundswell of public demand for the 
prosecution of Richard Nixon.

Backs county budgeting 


I wish to protest strongly an editorial 
carried by your publication on alleged 
poor budgeting on the part of Cook Coun­ 
ty government. 
One of the agencies you criticized was 
the office of Clerk of the Circuit Court. 
Your criticism was over transfers of 
$300,000 from regular salary accounts to 
an account identified as extra salary and 
overtime. You alleged this was proof of 
poor budgeting. 
Rather than being examples of poor 
budgeting, the transfers reflected an at­ 
tempt to save the taxpayer money. Let 
me explain. Each year, the clerk and 
other county agencies make budget 
requests of the Cook County board. These 
requests are discussed between the vari­ 
ous public agencies and the office of 
County 
Board 
President George 
W. 
Dunne and the county board finally re­ 
ceived and acts on an annual budget. 
This budget must be balanced and all 
appropriations must have a counterpart 
revenue, some of which is in the form of 
real estate taxes. 
Any person familiar with the budget 
knows that a surplus will develop in his 
regular salary accounts. This surplus is 
unavoidable and is brought about by sev­ 
eral factors: senior employes leave and 
are replaced by junior employes at lower 
salary rates; employes take more ab­ 
sences than what they are entitled to and 
are docked; vacancies occur. 
Our office employs young people dur­ 
ing the summer as vacation relief. They 
are conscientious employes and we get 
very talented help at quite low wages. 


Collectors' case hit 
Your August 5 editorial concerning the 
five-year court cases between the town­ 
ship tax collectors and the citizens (rf 
Cook County is commendable, because 
you wish to save the taxpayers $35,000 in 
township attorneys' fees. (Your figures). 
But, you miss the point. 
The township tax collectors want sala­ 
ries, expenses, and necessary equipment 
to collect taxes rn Cook County.

Utility rates hit 


I have a few questions on the federal, 
state and municipal tax rate structure on 
utilities. I called each utility company of­ 
fice but have not been able to get an 
answer. 
First discrepancy: I don't understand 
why Illinois Bell charges a state tax of 
2.12 per cent when the gas and electric 
companies’ state tax rate is 2 per cent. 
Second: Since the village utility tax is 
5 per cent on all utilities and the gas and 
electric companies charge .73 per cent 
service or handling charge, why does Illi­ 
nois Bell charge .92 per cent? 
Third Why is the state tax on all utili­ 
ties figured on the total billing charge 
plus the municipal tax'* To me, this is a 
tax on a tax This is true of the federal 
tax on our phone bills, which is based on 
the billing plus the state tax plus the mu­ 
nicipal tax. This is now a tax on two 
other taxes. 
Fourth: Why is the municipal tax on 
the electric bill calculated on the light 
bulb charges but not the state tax? 
I realize some of these questions may 
seem petty, but the attitude of the utility 
companies has been very negative when 
I questioned them on these points. Also, I 
am sure, in total, these discrepancies 
amount to a kit of money. 
I would appreciate a clarification on 
the legality of these points and an ex­ 
planation of the different rates.

Within the space o f abo ut fiv e minutes, 
two tro ubleso me co nsumer pro blems I 
was ex periencing hav e been reso lv ed to 
my adv antage. Thus I can repo rt un­ 
equiv o cally that co nsumers really can 
o btain redress if they are persistent, and 
if they utilize the pro per channels. 
(So metimes in my glo o mier mo ments I 
hav e had do ubts that there was any ho pe 
fo r us!) 
The mo re serio us o f the two pro blems 
inv o lv ed my wedding pho to grapher. As a 
co nsumer WTiter, I am no t pro ud o f the 
manner in which this impo rtant and co st­ 
ly business transactio n was handled. But 
the situatio n was co mplicated fro m the 
beginning by the fact that the wedding 
to o k place in Ohio , and such matters as 
hiring a pho to grapher had to be dealt 
with mo stly by my harried parents, with 
so me attempts at lo ng-distance super­ 
v isio n by me. 
THE PHOTOGRAPHER nev er pro ­ 
v ided us with an itemized price list — 
Mistake No . 1 o n o ur part. We knew the 
price o f the bridal album we planned to 
o rder, but the prices o f additio nal indi­ 
v idual prints — as well as parents’ al­ 
bums — became the subject o f a two - 
mo nth co ntro v ersy . The pho to grapher’s 
prices were high in co mpariso n to pho to ­ 
graphers aro und here, and he also kept 
giv ing us different prices, all inter­ 
dependent. 
“ If y o u buy a bridal album co ntaining 
X number o f X-sized prints, each addi­ 
tio nal 3x 5 print will co st this much. But 
if y o u do n’t get that many pictures in 
y o ur bridal album, then the additio nal 
prints will co st mo re.” 
We finally settled all o f that and o r- 
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dered o ur pictures. Mistake No . 2 — un­ 
kno wn to me, my parents made two ad­ 
ditio nal do wnpay ments o n the pictures, 
o ne when they picked up the pro o fs, and 
a seco nd pay ment when they turned in 
the o rder. Thus, we had already paid 
$190 witho ut hav ing the pictures in hand 
— and the nex t pro blem was that we 
didn't get the pictures! 
SIX 
WEEKS, 
two 
mo nths, 
three 
mo nths went by , and still no pictures. 
Then the scene began to lo o k ex tremely 
“ fishy ” — the pho to grapher was nev er 
in, his do o r was lo cked, his secretary 
nev er had any info rmatio n ex cept to tell 
us that if we wo uld just be patient, the 
pictures wo uld undo ubtedly be ready 
“ any day no w.” 
On o ccasio ns when we managed to 
catch the pho to grapher, he began to 
make up sto ries: first, that the pictures 
hadn’t been returned fro m the lab in In­ 
diana, then that United Parcel Serv ice 
had lo st them. Finally , we learned that 
the pictures had actually been sent to a 
lab in Ohio , and had been returned to 
him alo ng with many o ther picture o r­ 
ders — all o f which were sent back to the 
lab by the po st o ffice because the pho to ­ 
grapher co uldn't pay the C.O.D charges! 


After we failed to get any co o peratio n 
fro m the pho to grapher, I filed a co m­ 
plaint with the Co nsumer Pro tectio n Di­ 
v isio n o f the Ohio Co mmerce Depart­ 
ment, sending a co py o f my letter to the 
pho to grapher. A few day s later, I re­ 
ceiv ed a call fro m the pho to grapher’s 
secretary say ing the entire o rder o f pic­ 
tures wa s o n its way to me. 
THE SECOND PROBLEM inv o lv ed a 
pair o f sho es I purchased at O’Co no o r 
and Go ldberg. After o nly v ery few wear- 
ings, the leather began to peel, so I to o k 
them to the sto re manager. He sent them 
to the sto re’s repair sho p. When they 
came back, they lo o ked wo rse than ev er. 
The free “ repair” jo b co nsisted o f gluing 
ano ther piece o f leather o v er the peeled 
area, with the additio n o f dirt and dried 
glue that wasn’t there befo re. 
I wTo te a letter o f co mplaint to the 
president o f O’Co nno r & Go ldberg, Harry 
Ro seman, who WTo te back and said that 
I co uld “ return the o ld pair and cho o se 
ano ther pair o f sho es o f equal v alue.” He 
apo lo gized pro fusely fo r the inco nv en­ 
ience, and assured me that “ we really do 
try to satisfy o ur custo mers.” 
If o nly all co nsumer pro blems co uld 
turn o ut this way !

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Consumer persistence pays 


It's almost overwhelming! 
Within the space of about five minutes, 
two troublesome consumer problems I 
was experiencing have been resolved to 
my advantage. Thus I can report un­ 
equivocally that consumers really can 
obtain redress if they are persistent, and 
if they utilize the proper channels. 
(Sometimes in my gloomier moments I 
have had doubts that there was any hope 
for us!) 
The more serious of the two problems 
involved my wedding photographer. As a 
consumer writer, I am not proud of the 
manner in which this important and cost­ 
ly business transaction was handled. But 
the situation was complicated from the 
beginning by the fact that the wedding 
took place in Ohio, and such matters as 
hiring a photographer had to be dealt 
with mostly by my harried parents, with 
some attempts at long-distance super­ 
vision by me. 
THE PHOTOGRAPHER never pro­ 
vided us with an itemized price list — 
Mistake No. I on our part. We knew’ the 
price of the bridal album we planned to 
order, but the prices of additional indi­ 
vidual prints — as well as parents’ al­ 
bums — became the subject of a two- 
month controversy. The photographer’s 
prices were high in comparison to photo­ 
graphers around here, and he also kept 
giving us different prices, all inter­ 
dependent. 
“If you buy a bridal album containing 
X number of X-sized prints, each addi­ 
tional 3x5 print will cost this much. But 
if you don’t get that many pictures in 
your bridal album, then the additional 
prints will cost more.” 
We finally settled all of that and or- 
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dered our pictures. Mistake No. 2 — un­ 
known to me, my parents made two ad­ 
ditional downpayments on the pictures, 
one when they picked up the proofs, and 
a second payment when they turned in 
the order. Thus, we had already paid 
$190 without having the pictures in hand 
— and the next problem was that we 
didn’t get the pictures! 
SIX 
WEEKS, 
two 
months, 
three 
months went by, and still no pictures. 
Then the scene began to look extremely 
“fishy” — the photographer was never 
in, his dom* was locked, his secretary 
never had any information except to tell 
us that if we would just be patient, the 
pictures would undoubtedly be ready 
“any day now.” 
On occasions when we managed to 
catch the photographer, he began to 
make up stories: first, that the pictures 
hadn’t been returned from the lab in In­ 
diana, then that United Parcel Service 
had lost them. Finally, we learned that 
the pictures had actually been sent to a 
lab in Ohio, and had been returned to 
him along with many other picture or­ 
ders — all of which were sent back to the 
lab by the post office because the photo­ 
grapher couldn't pay the C.O.D charges! 


After we failed to get any cooperation 
from the photographer. I filed a com­ 
plaint with the Consumer Protection Di­ 
vision of the Ohio Commerce Depart­ 
ment, sending a copy of my letter to the 
photographer. A few days later, I re­ 
ceived a call from the photographer’s 
secretary saying the entire order of pic­ 
tures w as on its w ay to me. 
THE SECOND PROBLEM involved a 
pair of shoes I purchased at O’Conoor 
and Goldberg. After only very few wear­ 
ie s, the leather began to peel, so I took 
them to the store manager. He sent them 
to the store’s repair shop. When they 
came back, they looked worse than ever. 
The free “repair’’ job consisted of gluing 
another piece of leather over the peeled 
area, with the addition of dirt and dried 
glue that wasn’t there before. 
I wTote a letter of complaint to the 
president of O’Connor A Goldberg, Harry 
Roseman, who wrote back and said that 
I could “return the old pair and choose 
another pair of shoes of equal value.” He 
apologized profusely for the inconven­ 
ience, and assured me that “we really do 
try to satisfy our customers.” 
If only all consumer problems could 
turn out this way! 


Laminated counter needs mild cleaner 


Dear Dorothy: Our yellow counter top 
has become stained. Have tried bak­ 
ing soda and various cleaners with no 
results. Do you know what I can use?

One of the largest manufacturers of 
these laminated plastic-coated counters 
says to avoid the use of harsh abrasives, 
scouring powders, peroxide or strong 
bleaches. These can dull the surface and 
make it prone to easy staining.

Today I tu rn from plant grower to in­ 
ternational h arv ester, for wh at is grow­ 
ing v egetables if th e gardener doesn’t 
know wh en to pick or wh at to do with th e 
little goodies after picking? 
Wnen h arv esting broccoli, cu t off abou t 
th ree or fou r inch es of th e top, inclu ding 
th e center h ead. Th is will stimu late fu r­ 
th er produ ction of side sh oots th at y ou 
pick later. Harv est th e h eads before th e 
florets separate. If kept picked and not 
allowed to flower, th e plant will keep 
produ cing u p u ntil late fall or freeze-u p. 
Tarragon, dill or caraway seed sprinkled 
on cooked broccoli improv es th e flav or. 
Harv est carrots wh en th ey are th u mb- 
size or larger. Th eir best flav or is wh en 
th ey are two inch es in diameter. 
Beets are deliciou s with a tou ch of all­ 
spice, caraway seed, clov es, ginger, sav ­ 
ory or mu stard seed. Bey ond th ree 
inch es in diameter, beets h av e passed 
th eir peak of flav or. 
ALTHOUGH SOME PEOPLE let a 
zu cch ini grow rampant so th ey can sh ow 
off its gargantu an size, th is squ ash tastes 
best wh en picked at fou r to six inch es 
long. 
Wh en snap beans reach a good size bu t 
are still tender, th at’s th e righ t time to 
pick th em. If allowed to fu lly matu re, 
beans will be tou gh and fibrou s. As long 
as plants are kept picked, th ey will con­ 
tinu e to bear beans all su mmer long. Th e 
flav or of snap beans is improv ed with a 
bit of mace, nu tmeg or cu rry powder. 
Oth er popu lar spices for beans inclu de 
marjoram, mint, sav ory , mu stard seed, 
oregano, th y me or tarragon. 
Nev er lift th e v ines u p h igh wh en y ou 
are h arv esting cu cu mbers; th is tends to 
tear th e v ines and redu ce y ields. Ju st 
roll th e v ines ov er, pick th e fru it and let 
th e v ines roll back into place again. 
Su pport th e v ine in one h and and pick 
peas with th e oth er, to prev ent damage 
to pea v ines. 


HARVEST OKRA wh en it is th ree 
inch es long, no longer. Baby pods boiled 
10 minu tes or so are deliciou s with Hol­ 
landaise sau ce. 
Harv est peppers wh en th ey are firm to 
th e tou ch . Unlike oth er v egetables, tiny 
peppers aren’t v ery good. If y ou leav e 
oneJialf inch of th e stem on th e pepper, 
it will store better. 
I h av e a su per tip for h arv esting po­ 
tatoes th at allows me to pick potatoes 
with ou t pu lling u p th e entire plant. I 
plant my seed potatoes v ery sh allow, ju st 
u nder th e su rface of th e soil, th en mu lch 
with straw to a depth of th ree or fou r 
inch es. Abou t th ree weeks after th e po­ 
tato plant flowers, I mov e aside th e 
straw mu lch , feel arou nd in th e soil gent­ 
ly with my fingers and pick u p potato 
stragglers. Th is allows me to keep my 
potatoes growing aU su mmer as I gamer 
enou gh for th e table, fresh as I need 
th em. 
With th is sy stem of sh allow planting, I 
h av e to be su re to replace th e mu lch , 
becau se potatoes left growing th at be­ 
come ex posed to th e su n will tu rn green, 
rendering th em u nfit for th e table. 
YOU CAN LEAVE tu rnips in th e 
grou nd u ntil freeze-u p if y ou desire. For 
best flav or, h arv est wh en th e root is 
abou t two inch es in diameter. 
Pick su mmer squ ash wh en it is fou r to 
six inch es long before th e rind h ardens, 
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and winter squ ash is ripe wh en it is h ard 
to th e fingernail, after th e rind h ardens. 
Abov e all, don’t ov ercook garden fresh 
v egetables. If instru ctions say , boil for 10 
minu tes, bring water to a boil first, th en 
drop in th e v egetables and simmer for 10 
minu tes. Ov ercooking makes v egetables 
soggy and destroy s th eir attractiv e color. 
And to retain max imu m color, simmer 
th em in lots of water, preferably with no 
lid on th e pot. 
Let tomatoes ripen on th e v ine for best 
flav or. Bu t if frost h its early , pick all 
green tomatoes, wrap each one in news­ 
paper and store in th e dark at abou t 55 
degrees. Th ey will ripen gradu ally . I did 
th is last y ear and h ad garden tomatoes 
u p u ntil after Th anksgiv ing. 
P.S. Don’t forget abou t ou r “Big To­ 
mato” contest ru nning u p u ntil Sept. 15.

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Picking, preparing garden goodies 


Today I turn from plant grower to in­ 
ternational harvester, for what is grow­ 
ing vegetables if the gardener doesn’t 
know when to pick or what to do with the 
little goodies after picking? 
Wnen harvesting broccoli, cut off about 
three or four inches of the top, including 
the center head. This will stimulate fur­ 
ther production of side shoots that you 
pick later. Harvest the heads before the 
florets separate. If kept picked and not 
allowed to flower, the plant will keep 
producing up until late fall or freeze-up. 
Tarragon, dill or caraway seed sprinkled 
on cooked broccoli improves the flavor. 
Harvest carrots when they are thumb- 
size or larger. Their best flavor is when 
they are two inches in diameter. 
Beets are delicious with a touch of all­ 
spice, caraway seed, cloves, ginger, sav­ 
ory or mustard seed. Beyond three 
inches in diameter, beets have passed 
their peak of flavor. 
ALTHOUGH SOME PEO PLE let a 
zucchini grow rampant so they can show 
off its gargantuan size, this squash tastes 
best when picked at four to six inches 
long. 
When snap beans reach a good size but 
are still tender, that’s the right time to 
pick them. If allowed to fully mature, 
beans will be tough and fibrous. As long 
as plants are kept picked, they will con­ 
tinue to bear beans all summer long. The 
flavor of snap beans is improved with a 
bit of mace, nutmeg or curry powder. 
Other popular spices for beans include 
marjoram, mint, savory, mustard seed, 
oregano, thyme or tarragon. 
Never lift the vines up high when you 
are harvesting cucumbers; this tends to 
tear the vines and reduce yields. Just 
roll the vines over, pick the fruit and let 
the Miles roll back into place again. 
Support the vine in one hand and pick 
peas with the other, to prevent damage 
to pea vines. 


HARVEST OKRA when it is three 
inches long, no longer. Baby pods boiled 
IO minutes or so are delicious with Hol­ 
landaise sauce. 
Harvest peppers when they are firm to 
the touch. Unlike other vegetables, tiny 
peppers aren’t very good. If you leave 
onehalf inch of the stem on the pepper, 
it will store better 
I have a super tip for harvesting po­ 
tatoes that allows me to pick potatoes 
without pulling up the entire plant. I 
plant my seed potatoes very shallow, just 
under the surface of the soil, then mulch 
with straw to a depth of three or tour 
inches. About three weeks after the po­ 
tato plant flowers, I move aside the 
straw' mulch, feel around in the soil gent 
ly with my fingers and pick up potato 
stragglers. This allows me to keep my 
potatoes growing all summer as I gamer 
enough for the table, fresh as I need 
them. 
With this system of shallow planting, I 
have to be sure to replace the mulch, 
because potatoes left growing that be­ 
come exposed to the sun will turn green, 
rendering them unfit for the table. 
YOU CAN LEA V E turnips 
in the 
ground until freeze-up if you desire. For 
best flavor, harvest when the root is 
about two inches in diameter. 
Pick summer squash when it is four to 
six inches long before the rind hardens, 
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and winter squash is ripe when it is hard 
to the fingernail, after the rind hardens. 
Above all, don’t overcook garden fresh 
vegetables. If instructions say, boil for IO 
minutes, bring water to a boil first, then 
drop in the vegetables and simmer for IO 
minutes. Overcooking makes vegetables 
soggy and destroys their attractive color. 
And to retain maximum color, simmer 
them in lots of water, preferably with no 
lid on the pot. 
Let tomatoes ripen on the vine for best 
flavor. But if frost hits early, pick all 
green tomatoes, wrap each one in news­ 
paper and store in the dark at about 55 
degrees. They will ripen gradually. I did 
this last year and had garden tomatoes 
up until after Thanksgiving.

Palatine Hills 
will give golfers 
top tourney test 


Bacon was selling for 39 cents a pound, 
according to one Paddock food ad. 
“Kill the Umpire” was playing at the 
Star View outdoor theatre with William 
Bendix in the starring role. 
And the Korean War began having 
more meaning to the newspaper’s staff 
as Paddock’s cartoonist was called over­ 
seas. 
It was August of 1950 in the Northwest 
Suburbs. This was also the month when a 
little bit of area sports history was made 
at Mount Prospect Country Club — the 
first Paddock Publications Inter-League 
Handicap Golf Tournament began. 
Seven teams participated in that in­ 
augural event with Arlington Bank of the 
Arlington Heights League winning the 
title. Little did Bob Paddock, now execu­ 
tive vice president of the Herald news­ 
paper chain, realize how large his tour­ 
nament would become. 
On hand to celebrate the 25th anni­ 
versary of the annual handicap event 
will be an all-time record field of 36 
teams. They’ll be competing for trophies, 
prizes and glory over the always chal­ 
lenging 18 holes of Palatine Hills Golf 
Course this Sunday. 
This is the second time the testing 
park district layout has hosted the tour­ 
nament. In 1969 a foursome from the 
Buffalo Grove Men’s League solved the 
6520-yard, par 72 course with a net 294. 
The course was in pretty good shape 
then despite its newness. However, five 
years have made it even more enjoyable 
to play. 
Flooding problems that plagued Ralph 
Lonergan, the course’s manager, and 
Frank Krueger, the greens superintend­ 
ent, in the past have almost been elim­ 
inated. Because of this improvement, 
only two holes will have to be played un­ 
der winter rules this weekend — No. 15 
and 16. 
There are three holes — No. 6, 12 and 
14 — that have some small bad spots. 
Golfers will be allowed a free drop in 
these areas. 
All in all, Palatine's slightly hilly lay­ 
out was very lush last week when I tried 
to play it for the hole-by-hole description. 
The greens held real well despite the 
long dry spell. Every lie I had in the 
fairway was good. 
The greens were even larger than I 
could remember, leaving me several 
three-putts. 
Before I teed it up, I was warned by 
the course personnel that the sand traps 
lacked the proper amount of sand be­ 
cause of the cement strike. They were 
hard to blast out of, so a special nile will 
be in effect for the tournament — a 
golfer is allowed to rake the spot and 
then roll the ball of his palm onto the 
smoothed out area. 
Possibly the biggest problem facing

the high handicappers will be the open- 
ess of the course. Few fairways are 
tight, allowing golfers to blast away 
w i t h o u t too much fear. However, 
getting into this careless habit could cost 
them dearly on several of the holes 
where precision is paramount. 
One welcomed addition since the last 
Paddock tourney was played are the 150- 
yard markers. The little white stakes re- 
s e m b I e out-of-bounds markers, blit 
there’s one difference — each has “150” 
written on it. 
Here Ls the hole-by-hole description: 
No. I, Par 4. 380 Yards — From the 
elevated tee, the hole is deceptively diffi­ 
cult as a starting point. Trouble follows 
anyone who goes too far right with tree 
and creek problems. If you’ve warmed 
up properly, a solidly hit drive down the 
middle or slightly to the left will set up 
the hole. But how many high bandi-

the fairway trap, your troubles aren't 
over. A large pond awaits errant second 
shots, protecting the elevated green.

Your drive should 
only cut across the right edge unless you

No. 2 Par 4, 400 Yards — This is a 
wide open hole. However, a row of trees 
about 190 to 210 yards out could present 
problems. Out-of-bounds lurks near the 
left side of the green. 
No. 3, Par 5, 505 Yards — A nightmare 
for hookers is the only way to describe 
this dogleg left fairway. “OB” waits for 
players all the way to the green on the 
left. Two strategically placed traps 
guard teeshot landing areas and mis­ 
placed approach shots. 
No. 4, Par 3, 150 Yards — This is the 
easiest of the two par threes on the front 
nine, but a large trap on the left edge 
could ruin many plans for par. 
No. 5, Par 4, 440 Yards — You must 
drive the hill to see the green for your 
second on this the longest par four. If 
you crush two straight shots, you can 
reach the green — the widest and larg­ 
est. Too long an approach shot will find 
the woods behind the green. 
No. 6, Par 5, 525 Yards — If you miss 
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goof, and many people do. A trap and a 
small creek, both on the right of the fair­ 
way, can also bring on the bogeys. 
No. 8, Par 4, 320 Yards — Big drivers 
can improve their scores here, but only 
if they stay to the left. The right side has 
a slowly drying creek and trees. 
No. 9, Par 4, 360 Yards — Accuracy is 
everything here. Some might use a long 
iron off the tee to avoid the trees on this 


tight, slightly doglegged right fairway. 
Water down the left side and trees on 
both skies make it an ideal finishing 
hole. 
The back nine is also a par 36. In 
terms of yardage, the second nine — 
measuring from the white middle tees — 
is sightly longer, 3270 to 3250. Helping 
give it the distance edge are the longest 
par 3 and par 5 on the course. However, 
several short holes make up for it. I 
found the backside slightly easier, but 
maybe I was just beginning to warm up. 
No. IO, Par 4, 390 Yards — Simply put, 
stay to the right! Plenty of timber and 
that creek that possibly will bother you 
on No. 9 is back again on the 10th. It’s 
hard enough as it is without battling 
wood and water. 
No. ll. Par 4, 350 Yards — By playing 
down the left side of the fairway to this 
medium par 4, you can avoid its only 
obstacles — a trap off the tee and anoth­ 
er guarding the green. A par here will 
put you in the right frame of mind for 
the lengthy holes to come. 
No. 12, Par 5, 540 Yards — Besides the 


out-of-bounds which escorts you most of 
the way on Palatine’s longest hole, a row 
of trees as well as a trap off the right 
edge of the green could balloon scores. 
The trees come into play after the sec­ 
ond shot, so a straight fairway wood or 
long iron is vital. 
No. 13, Par 3, 205 Yards — Having 
back-to-back lengthy holes will thorough­ 
ly test most of the handicappers. Some 
will have to use drivers on this giant par 
3. But don’t pull your shot for the out-of- 
bounds can be reached on the far left. 
No. 14. Par 4. 405 Yards — Depending 
on the pin placement, this could be a 
hard or super hard par 4. A giant trap 
does an excellent job of forcing players 
to keep to the right, but a small stand of 
timber stops golfers from straying too 
far right. 
No. 15, Par 5, 490 Yards — Unless 
you’ve got a terrible hook, this hole will 
be a breather after the last three. An 
average player will have a short pitch 
shot if he hits two decent woods on this 
dogleg left hole. The rough and dead tree 
will keep some from cutting off yardage. 


No. 16, Par 4, 385 Yards — You’ll think 
of the ninth when you reach this testy 
stretch of real estate. Besides being tight 
and having water and tree trouble, an 
out-of-bounds on the left might force 
some to go to an iron off the tee. How­ 
ever, playing too safe may make this 
hole play even longer. 
No. 17, Par 3, 135 Yards — Although 
the shortest of the 18, this hole could 
cause problems for high handicappers 
because of a pond. A poorly hit short iron 
can land on the other side (rf the water 
and roll back into it. 
No. 18, Par 4, 370 Yards — For water 
worriers, this isn’t the fitting finishing 
hole. Even low handicappers must be­ 
ware. The big hitters might have to use 
long irons or 3 or 4 woods because of the 
target area — guarded on three sides by 
a pond (on the left), creek (across the 
fairway) and trees (on the right). If you 
survive that first shot, the creek (which 
follows the fairway on the left past the 
green), trees boardering the left and a 
sandtrap on the front left of the green 
will scare hookers.

Realtor explains impact 
of money 
e crisis 


What is the impact of the present mon­ 
ey shortage on sellers? 


“The shortage of the money supply is 
reducing the demand for individual prop­ 
erty since fewer buyers are capable of 
purchasing the seller’s property,” ex­ 
plains Joe Hagee, vice chairman of Mit­ 
chell Brothers Realtors. “ Any time fewer 
buyers are bidding for a given piece of 
property, the property will not command 
as much value in exchange as it would 
otherwise.” 


“ Further,” Hagee said, "the recent 
change in the Usury Law from 8 per cent 
to 9Vz per cent has the practical effect of 
increasing monthly mortgage payments 
for the buyer who is capable of obtaining 
a mortgage commitment. For example, 
a $50,000 mortgage will cost over $50 per 
month more this week than it would have 


last week at the old interest rates. If one 
were to capitalize this increase in month­ 
ly payments ($600 per year) at 
per 
cent, the result would be nearly a $6,000 
value penalty. Thus, the present owners 
of real estate may find that the value of 
their property, at least in the short nm , 
m ay have decreased 6 to 7 per cent due 
to the interest rate change. Therefore, 
between the two converging factors of 
the shortage of money and the higher in­ 
terest rates, fewer buyers are in the 
m arket this week than last and these 
fewer buyers are going to be willing to 
pay less this week than they were last 
week. The dynamics of the real estate 
market place today are such that the 
seller, perhaps more than ever, needs 
professional guidance from a realtor in 
making selling decisions,” Hagee claims.

For 
Theodore Bettendorf, steeped in the 
craftsmanship of the Old World, the 
dream was to recreate an ancient me­ 
dieval fortress he played in as a child in 
his native Vianden, Luxembourg. « 


According to Robert Reilly, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of the Chicago office of 
Previews Inc., the inta’national real es­ 
tate marketing service, “Ted Bettendorf 
engaged in a lab«* of love for 36 years 
until his death in 1967. Before he died he 
fulfilled his ambition with the completion 
of ‘Bettendorf Castle,’ a miniature rep­ 
lica of the original.” 


Located in Fox River Grove, the castle 
was purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Herman 
Wren, both antique dealers, in 1968. In­ 
trigued by the unusual castle that they 
had seen unnumerable times, the Wrens, 
residents of Highland Park, have been 
renting it to honeymooners for the past 
SLx years. Finding the burden of main­ 
taining the castle and running an antique 
shop too great, the Wrens recently 
turned to Previews to sell the fortress- 
cum-lover’s retreat. While any new own­ 
er could continue to use the castle in this 


manner, Robert Reilly also feels that it 
“could be in great demand by advertis­ 
ing and film companies seeking an un­ 
usual location for shooting. Of course, 
any corporation seeking a really unique 
guest house for out-of-town clients would 
do well to investigate the castle for this 
purpose. Imagine what an impression 
this charming haven would make and 
what a great way to begin business dis­ 
cussions.” 


Indeed, the castle has been making a 
great impression fw years on local resi­ 
dents and passers-by. Whether it has 
been its uniqueness or its romantic aura 
is hard to say, but any building in this 
country that has a moat and a function­ 
ing drawbridge is c^tain to draw a 
great deal of attention. Enclosed by 
stone walls, the interior was redecorated 
by the Wrens who used many furnishings 
more reminiscent of King Arthur’s 
Roundtable than the decor associated 
with most American homes. 


C o n ta in in g just five rooms, the 
castle’s u^Jer level has a living room 
done with walnut paneled walls, exposed 
beam ceilings and a fir^lace. For ro­ 
mantic candle lit dinners there is an ex­ 
quisite dining room for two (literally so, 


since the room measures 6’x ll’). The 
castle’s single bedroom is spacious and 
has a most unusual bath where two of 
the castle’s four turrets are used for a 
shower room and other conveniences. 
The lower level contains an authentic 
Knight’s Hall, complete with a turret 
holding a suit of armor. Used as a recre­ 
ation room, the Knight’s Hall has a bar, 
cedar paneling and an alcove with a 
game table. 
While the architecture of the castle is 
pure Middle Ages, the Wrens have taken 
great pains to modernize the facilities 
adding central air conditioning, a stereo 
system that pipes music throughout the 
rooms and complete modernizing of the 
kitchen. Of course, even with this bow in 
the direction of the 20th Century, Betten­ 
dorf Castle still maintains an air of ro­ 
manticism with its turrets, gnarled oak 
trees, flower gardens, stone walls, arch­ 
ways and a real wishing well.

According to Robert Reilly, vice presi­ 
dent in charge of the Chicago office of 
Previews Inc., the international real es­ 
tate marketing service, “ Ted Bettendorf 
engaged in a labor of love for 36 years 
until his death in 1967. Before he died he 
fulfilled his ambition with the completion 
of ‘Bettendorf Castle,’ a miniature rep­ 
lica of the original.” 


Located in Fox River Grove, the castle 
was purchased by Mr. and Mrs. Herman 
Wren, both antique dealers, in 1968. In­ 
trigued by the unusual castle that they 
had seen unnumerable times, the WTrens, 
residents of Highland Park, have been 
renting it to honeymooners for the past 
six years. Finding the burden of main­ 
taining the castle and running an antique 
shop too great, the Wrens recently 
turned to Previews to sell the fortress- 
cum-lover's retreat. While any new own­ 
er could continue to use the castle in this 


manner, Robert Reilly also feels that it 
“ could be in great demand by advertis­ 
ing and film companies seeking an un­ 
usual location for shooting. Of course, 
any corporation seeking a really unique 
guest house for out-of-town clients would 
do well to investigate the castle for this 
purpose. Imagine what an impression 
this charming haven would make and 
what a great way to begin business dis­ 
cussions.” 


Indeed, the castle has been making a 
great impression for years on local resi­ 
dents and passers-by. Whether it has 
been its uniqueness or its romantic aura 
is hard to say, but any budding in this 
country that has a moat and a function­ 
ing drawbridge is certain to draw a 
great deal of attention. Enclosed by 
stone walls, the interior was redecorated 
by the Wrens who used many furnishings 
more

While the architecture of the castle is 
pure Middle Ages, the Wrens have taken 
great pains to modernize the facilities 
adding central air conditioning, a stereo 
system that pipes music throughout the 
rooms and complete modernizing of the 
kitchen. Of course, even with this bow in 
the direction of the 20th Century, Betten­ 
dorf Castle still maintains an air of ro­ 
manticism with its turrets, gnarled oak 
trees, flower gardens, stone walls, arch­ 
ways and a real wishing well. 
TTie Wrens, who bought the castle sim­ 
ply because they “ fell in love with it,” 
are obviously reluctant to part with it.

Association of Realtors reports 


that prices of homes are up again 


Statistics compiled by the Department 
of Economics and Research of the Na­ 
tional Association of Realtors reveals 
that the percentage of existing single­ 
family homes sold in lower price ranges 
during the second quarter of 1974 was 
down sharply from 1973 and 1972 and 
from the first quarter of 1974. 
This means that the supply of homes at 
prices below $30,000 is dwindling, the de­ 
partment explained. During the second 
quarter, 55.3 per cent of the existing 
home sales were for prices above $30,000. 
In the second quarter of 1973, 46.2 per 
cent of the sales were in the higher price 
categories. 
The statistics, based upon reports from 
123 market areas, also revealed that the 
median price of homes sold during the 
second 1974 quarter was $32,210, up 11.7 
per cent from the $28,830 reported for the 
same period in 1973 and 19.9 per cent 
from the $26,860 figure for existing 
single-family homes in 1972. 
Again, percentage increases for the 
second quarter were greater than those 
in the first, the Association noted. During 


the first quarter of 1974, the median 
price was $30,880, up 10.1 per cent from 
the 1973 level of $27,960 and 15 per cent 
from 1972.

The recov ery of the hou sing market in 
the second half of 1974 is ex p ected to be 
delay ed and an imp rov ed hou sing situ ­ 
ation shou ld not be ex p ected for at least 
three to six months, the United States 
Leagu e of Sav ings Associations said to­ 
day . 
The Trends Midy ear Rep ort, the larg­ 
est trade association for the nation's sav ­ 
ings and loan bu siness, p ointed ou t that a 
continu ed decline in hou sing p ermits ear­ 
ly in the second q u arter denied the p ossi­ 
bility of any hou sing recov ery u ntil late 
1974. 
The Trends Midy ear Rep ort is p re­ 
p ared by the Leagu e's 1974 Committee on 
Trends and Economic p olicies, u nder the 
chairmanship of William F. Bu rks, p resi­ 
dent, American Sav ings and Loan Asso­ 
ciation, Albu q u erq u e, New Mex ico. 
The Trends Rep ort gav e sev eral fac­ 
tors contribu ting to the delay in hou sing 
recov ery . Among them were: 
Sav ings flows after imp rov ing an ex ­ 
p ected early in 1974 rev ersed themselv es 
in Ap ril and are ex p ^ted to remain at 
low lev els u ntil sometime into the second 
half.

Savings Associations say housing recovery delayed 


The recovery of the housing market in 
the second half of 1974 is expected to be 
delayed and an improved housing situ­ 
ation should not be expected for at least 
three to six months, the United States 
League of Savings Associations said to­ 
day. 
The Trends Midyear Report, the larg­ 
est trade association for the nation's sav­ 
ings and loan business, pointed out that a 
continued decline in housing permits ear­ 
ly in the second quarter denied the possi 
bility of any housing recovery until late 
1974. 
The Trends Midyear Report is pre­ 
pared by the League's 1974 Committee on 
Trends and Economic policies, under the 
chairmanship of William F. Burks, presi­ 
dent, American Savings and Loan Asso­ 
ciation, Albuquerque, New Mexico. 
The Trends Report gave several fac­ 
tors contributing to the delay in housing 
recovery. Among them were: 
Savings flows after improving an ex­ 
pected early rn 1974 reversed themselves 
in April and are expected to remain at 
low levels until sometime into the second 
half.

This is probably a somewhat different 
letter or inquiry than you are accus­ 
tomed to receiving. I’m now nearly 72 
years. I inherited a fine body and was 
blessed with parents who never became 
tired of advfe**# me to breathe deeply, 
drink plenty of water, chew my food well 
and never make a glutton of myself. 
They also admonished me to “keep busy 
doing good and productive things/* It all 
made good sense to me, so I followed 
their advice. I strayed, but never far — 
and it has paid off. 
I have never required an aspirin nor a 
doctor’s care except for a hernia oper­ 
ation when a young man. I seldom 
smoke, but drink beer or highballs on 
occasion to celebrate something. Both 
my wife and I have always been physi­ 
cally active all our lives. We have played 
baseball, soft ball, tennis and enjoy skat­ 
ing, swimming and dancing. We take no 
vitamins or special supplements, but eat 
simple, nourishing food. We both weigh 
about the same as when we were kids 
and have never had the need to diet. 
About 22 years ago we switched from 
ballroom dancing to square and round 
dancing, which we have both taught and

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says 
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called for over 20 years. Many people we 
teach and call for enjoy much the same 
good physical and mental alertness and 
health. We believe this wholesome sport 
does help most people enormously. 
My question is, why do so few doctors 
ever recommend this wonderful sport? 
Several doctors have told us that partici­ 
pation in this light exercise, both physi­ 
cal and mental, was probably largely re­ 
sponsible for our well being. Why don’t 
they recommend it to others or partici­ 
pate in it themselves? Our company doc­ 
tor, who checks me every year, usually 
greets me with “Hey, what are you doing 
here? I should be getting advice from 
you.” But when I say, “Why don’t you 
take up square dancing?** he changes the 
subject. Can you tell me why? My wife 
contends they are afraid they’ll run out 
of patients. Could this be true? 
Dancing is wonderful exercise. Ifs 
great for those who enjoy it. I have often 
recommended it to people. It is a lot 
more fun than jogging. You can dance in 
accordance to your own level of physical 
fitness and health. A slow ballroom 
dance is fine for those who are not used 
to much activity. When you are in better 
shape you might want to do something 
more active. Of course, if you haven’t 
been doing much physically for some 
time I would suggest taking it easy at 
first and gradually building up your tol­ 
erance as you would in any other sport. 
I suspect that most doctors don’t rec­ 
ommend it because they don’t like to 
dance themselves (because of lack of ex­ 
perience). 
What your doctor recom­ 
mends often has a lot to do with his own 
habits. If he smokes he may be reluctant 
to tell you that you should stop. If he is 
on the fat side he may be too easy on you 
about your own diet problems. 
Jackie Sorenson of the President’s 
Council on Physical Fitness and Sports 
has been promoting “Aerobic Dancing” 
from one end of the country to the other. 
By vigorous dancing, as she demon­ 
strates, you can get a 
tremendous 
amount of physical activity. And, this 
helps a lot in maintaining health and 
controlling weight. Anyway, I’m all for it 
and think it is good exercise for all 
people at all ages. Just choose the right 
level to start with and enjoy yourself on 
the way to better health.

advises allowing 45 minutes to 
1 Va hours total cooking time, de-- 
pending on the weight of the 
chicken and distance from heat 
(generally 3 to 6 inches). To test 
for doneness, the leg should twist 
easily out of thigh joint and if 
pierced with a fork juices should 
run clear. 


Place the bone or rib-cage side 
of chicken down on the grill next to 
the heat and the bones will help, 
act as insulators to prevent the 
chicken from cooking too fast, lf 
you re using a sauce with a tomato 
base, 
don t 
start 
basting * until 
chicken is almost done so it won t 
be overly brown, lf an oil base 
sauce is used, baste during the en­ 
tire cooking process. 


Turn chicken occasionally while 
cooking. 


Cooking outdoors . whets the 
appetite; allow a half broiler-fryer 
per person, lf any is left over, lust 
freeze the chicken to re heat and 
serve later.

Butter a large casserole and in it layer 
the squash, tomatoes and onion, sprin­ 
kling each layer with cradier crumbs 
(^4 cup in all) and grated sharp Ched­ 
dar cheese (1 cup). 
Season as you go with salt (1 tea­ 
spoon), p ep p er, 
oregano and summer 
savory.

Consumer magazine doubts home-canning methods 


W hen campfires are going 
recipes are sure to follow 


Belvidere Park is a typical colony of 
summer cottages built on a hillside to 
capitalize on lakeshore frontage. Two 
rows of cottages face each other, sepa­ 
rated by a eul-d-sac which has a flowing 
spring as centerpiece. 


This particular park is on Lake Gen­ 
eva, near Fontana, Wis. Geneva is still 
one of the most beautiful of inland lakes 
even though somewhat overrun with 
people. I’ve spent many happy days at 
Belvidere fishing, boating, swimming 
and cooking. 
On a recent visit, there were lots of 
young people, an abundance of children, 
and an outdoor chef at every cottage. 
Visitation is frequent when the fires are 
going and a good recipe get passed along 
by word of mouth. 
Here are two you’ll find worth trying. 
First is Belvidere Park Chicken which

The basic Chinese method of cooking 
— stir frying — was developed centuries 
ago. It seems the ancient Chinese had 
their own fuel shortage, and thus their 
recipes and cooking techniques were de­ 
signed for speed and low fuel con­ 
sumption. 
The basic cooking utensil for stir fry­ 
ing is the wok, a deep curved bowl sup­ 
ported by a stand, the equivalent of the 
American skillet. 
If you’re ready to begin serving Chi­ 
nese dishes at home, here's a simple rec­ 
ipe for an old-favorite: 


C H IN ESE F R IE D RICE 
3 tablespoons oil

2 tablespoons soy sauce 
H teaspoon salt

oil. Add onions and fry until golden 
brown.

was the star of the park picnic. Select 3 
medium frying chickens. Cut in serving 
pieces, wash and pat dry. Arrange pieces 
in a large baking pan. Mix an 10-ounce 
jar of apricot preserves, I envelope of 
onion soup mix, and % cup creamy 
French dressing. Blend thoroughly then 
pour over the chicken, cover and bake 
for I hour at 350 degrees. Simple but tas­ 
ty. If you want to prepare a smaller 
amount, use only as much of the liquids 
as needed and store remainder in a jar 
in the refrigerator. 
Belvidere Park Zucchini Casserole was 
given to me by Mrs. Fred Wham of 
Rockford, 111. You’ll need 6 young and 
firm medium-sized zucchini. Cut off ends 
and quarter lengthwise. Peel 3 medium 
fresh tomatoes and cut in wedges. Peel 
and slice a medium onion. 
Butter a large casserole and in it layer 
the squash, tomatoes and onion, sprin­ 
kling each layer with cracker crumbs 
(Vs cup in all) and grated sharp Ched­ 
dar cheese (I cup). 
Season as you go with salt (I tea­ 
spoon), pepper, oregano and summer 
savory. Sprinkle brown sugar (Vt table­ 
spoon) on the layers of tomato and dot 
each layer with bits of butter. The top 
layer should be of grated Cheddar 
cheese. 
Preheat oven to 350 and bake 45 min­ 
utes covered, then remove cover and 
bake an additional 15 minutes. Serves 6 
to 8. 


One of the hazards of home canning 
concerns a form of food poisoning called 
botulism. Generally, it is caused by the 
toxin produced by botulism bacteria that 
grow in foods in the absence of air. 
Nonacid vegetables, meats and poultry, 
are the most susceptible foods and 
should be processed with a pressure can­ 
ner at a temperature high enough to kill 
the botulinum spores. 


Tomatoes have been the exception to 
the ride, being considered a high acid 
vegetable. They contain a great deal of 
add which reduces the spores' survival 
time under heat. However, an article in 
August Consumer Reports questions the 
acidity and processing techniques cur­ 
rently recommended for tomatoes. 
The article states: “Current books on 
home canning classify them as such (an 
acid food) and even a standard technical 
reference lists tomatoes with the acid 
foods suitable for canning by the boiling- 
water method. 


“ UNFORTUNATELY, most of the pop­ 
ular and technical literature on home 
canning has not caught up with the types 
of tomatoes now being grown com­ 
mercially and by the home gardener. To­ 
day’s tomatoes have a broad range of 
acidity, from the traditionally add to-

to cookout menu 


In the wide open western cattle coun­ 
try, cooking outdoors is an everyday 
thing, and women are aware of the many 
flavorful beef cuts from which to choose 
for a cookout. Here more than a steak 
goes on the grill, as a ranch cook knows 
that less tender cuts make great fare 
when first braised. 


Short ribs are such a western favorite. 
To obtain maximum tenderness, it is 
best to cook them slowly in a covered 
heavy pan or skillet right on the grill 
over low heat. The meaty ribs are then 
ready to receive a' zesty barbecue sauce 
while broiling. 


LONE STAR SHORT RIBS 
3 to 4 pounds beef short ribs 
V< teaspoon pepper 
2 teaspoons salt 
1 can (8 ounces) tomato sauce 
Va cup catsup 
1/3 cup brown sugar 
Va cup vinegar 
2 tablespoons prepared mustard 
Vt cup chopped onion 
I clove garlic, minced 
I tablespoon chib powder 


Place short ribs in covered frying-pan 
on grill or range and cook at low to mod­ 
erate temperature, for 
hours, turning 
occasionally. Season with salt and pep­ 
per. Combine tomato sauce, catsup, 
brown sugar, vinegar, mustard, onion, 
garlic and chili powder in saucepan and 
simmer 5 minutes, stirring to blend. Re­ 
move each short rib from pan, dip in 
sauce to coat all sides and place on grill 
over ash-covered coals. Cook at low to 
moderate temperature, brushing with 
sauce and turning occasionally, for 20 to 
30 minutes or until done. 4 servings. 


Mints for frosting 


Frost a cake quickly with thin choco­ 
late covered mints. Cover the top with a 
single layer of mints white the cake is 
still hot and spread the candy as it 
melts. Cool cake before cutting to pre­ 
vent crumbling. 
Fish fillets will be moist and delicious 
if baked at 450 degrees for a short period 
and basted often with white wine or oth­ 
er liquid. 
Keep vegetables fresh by refrigerating 
them in plastic bags and buying only as 
much as you can use in a few days to a 
week. The bags prevent dehydration. 
Variety packs of cold cuts cost more 
than packages of single cuts sold sepa­ 
rately.

and near neutral.” 
Consumer’s Union implies that to­ 
matoes should now be considered and 
processed as a nonacid vegetable. 


“CU recommends the one safe way to 
home-process foods — by pressure can­ 
ning only. It takes 15 pounds per square 
inch of pressure to reach a temperature 
of 250 degrees . . . We suggest 15 minutes 
after IS pounds per square inch has been 
reached for canning loosely packed to­ 
matoes.” 
However, the Cooperative Extension 
Service of the University of Illinois, 
which sponsors workshops on home can­ 
ning, disagrees. A home economist ex­ 
pressed surprise when informed that 
Consumer Reports no longer considered 
current home canning methods for to­ 
matoes adequate. 


“OUR RESEARCH indicates that the 
tomato is a high-acid food and we do not 
have Information to consider them other­ 
wise,” she said. The times and tempera­ 
tures are extremely important in home 
canning, she said. When the recommend­ 
ed directions are followed carefully there 
should not be any danger. 
“Drawing from two sources, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture and Univer­ 
sity of Illinois, there is no current re­ 
search to support such a claim, accord­ 
ing to the Extension Service spokesman. 
The controversy focuses on the acidity 
of tomatoes. A quality control specialist 
with a local food chain said that many of 
the sweeter varieties of tomatoes are of­ 
ten close to neutral. 


THERE IS NO way to determine the 
acidity at home, he said. Those high in 
acid have a more tart taste than those 
with less. For instance, yellow tomatoes, 
which have a rather bland taste, are 
neutral, according to the spokesman. 


The acidity variw with the variety of 
tomatoes. However, most commercially 
grown varieties found in area markets 
are still considered acid foods. 


Home-grown tomatoes also vary, but 
large seed companies can be contacted 
for Information on the acidity of specific 
varieties. 
A further word of caution. Don’t taste 
and don’t use any canned food if it shows 
any sign of spoilage. Home-canned low- 
acid foods should be heated to boiling, 
and then boiled for IO minutes before tas­ 
ting. If a foaming or an off-odor develops 
during boiling, or if after boiling, the 
food does not look or smell right, discard

it without tasting. 
The boiling period may be rather hard 
on some foods and result in mushy vege­ 
tables but it insures total destruction of 
any toxin that may be present.

Party giv ing this summer can be a 
breeze, with some help from the p ros. 
The following suggestions were gleaned 
from Hosp itality , a restaurant industry 
magazine. 
• (boi off with an all-salad buffet. 
Green, v egetable, rice, macaroni and 
meat salads, for instance, with a fruit 
salad for dessert. 
• Or feast on soup s, some hot, some 
cold. Start with Sp anish gazp acho, cold 
tomato soup with chop p ed or diced raw 
v egetables for garnish. Serv e a meat and 
v egetable soup as main course, Middle 
Eastern cucumber-y ogurt soup in lieu of 
salad and Danish chocolate soup fw des­ 
sert. If recip es for the more ex otic ones 
aren’t in y our cookbooks, try the Public 
library ’s cookbook collection. 
No soup tureen? Substitute any large, 
p retty container, from a p unch bowl or 
salad bowi to enameled Dutch ov’ens. 
• Place little dishes of garnishes — 
crumbled bacon, minced fresh chiv es or 
p arsley , whip p ed cream, grated cheese, 
p op corn and chop p ed egg — beside the 
soup s they comp lement best. 
• Make edibte centerp ieces for a sit- 


down meal. Fill a clay flowerp ot with 
sty rofoam and p lant it with skew« *s full 
of fresh v egetables — green p ep p er 
chunks, cherry tomatoes, raw mushroom 
slices, and tasseled celery and scallions. 
To make tassels, cut narrow slits in 
both ends of short p ieces of celery and 
scallions; soak thm in cold w'ater in 
the refrigerator until the ends curl. 
• For out of hand eating, serv e scoop s 
of ham salad or similar ty p es in ice 
cream cones. 
• Hollow out a large cabbage to make 
a bowl for cole slaw. 
• Serv e chop p ed or p ureed green v ege­ 
tables in hollowed out tomatoes. Mix ed 
v egetable salad with may onnaise dress­ 
ing would be good this way , too. 
• Make a bread basket for tiny sand­ 
wiches: hollow out a loaf of unsliced 
bread. First, slice off the top to use as a 
lid. 
• Party p ears make a sp ectacular 
looking dessert with v ery little effort or 
cost. Place canned p ear halv es cut side 
down on a p latter; frost them with 
whip p ed cream cheese thinned with a 
little w’ater, then cov er the frosting with 
halv ed grap es.

McEv oy said only 36 million p ounds 
mov e out to stores, restaurants and in­ 
stitutions during the first six months this 
y ear, comp ared with 145 million p ounds 
during the same p eriod in 1973. 
McEv oy also said retail p rices hav e re­ 
mained high p artly because of the cost of 
doing business. Prices are up on ev ery ­ 
thing from boat construction to fishing 
gear and insurance for fishermen and 
their v essels. 
He emp hasized that the decreases will 
ap p ly only to frozen p roducts. And they 
do not ap p ly to such frozen items as lob­ 
sters, clams and the largest size shrimp , 
which are used p rimarily by restaurants 
and institutions. 
He said all fresh fish and seafood re- 
midp scarce, and p rices corresp ondingly 
hijjh. But frozen fillets of flounder, 
Greenland turbot, whiting, ocean p erch, 
cojT and p ollock are in good sup p ly and 
breaded fish sticks are in v er>' good sup ­ 
p ly .

The drop in frozen shrimp p rices began 
in Jap an as a chain reaction, say s the 
National Fisheries Institute, W’ashington, 
D. C. 


The Jap anese are enormous imp orters 
and consumers of shrimp but ev en they 
cut back on imp orts and consump tion 
when the y en was dev alued as a result of 
the Arab oil boy cott and sky rocketing oil 
p rices, an institute sp okesman said. 


Shrimp earmarked for Jap an then be­ 
came av ailable to the U.S. market in­ 
stead. This, combined with a big catch 
during the 1974 season that began in 
Ap ril, drop p ed wholesale p rices to only 
92 cents a p ound by July for small 
shrimp , and only $1.40 p er p ound for me­ 
dium ones. 


As a result, many sup ermarket chains 
are ex p ected to feature sp ecials on fro­ 
zen shrimp in coming weeks. 
But the dramatic p rice change is not 
ex p ected to occur in restaurants, which 
use mostly large shrimp , because the 
1974 catch of this size was not good.
